an civilization—a nation, that by its faith 
and courage has dared aud accomplished 
more for the human race in a single cen- 
tury than Europe accomplished in the 
first thousand years of the Christian era. 
The New England township was the type 
after which our Federal Government was 
modelled; ye tit would be rare to find a 
college student who can make a compre- 
hensive aud intelligible statement of the 
municipal organization of the township 
in which he was born, and tell you by 
what officers its legislative, judicial, and 
executive functions 
are administered 


One-half of the time which is now til- 
most'wholly wasted, in district schools, 
on English grammar, attempted at too 
early an age, would be sufficient to teach 
our children to love the Republic, and to 
become its loyal and life-long supporters. 
After the bloody baptism from which the

if education be 
not speedily reme-

QUEER SPORT. 


The Rind of Sport Enjoyed on n ISe- 


vuila Log Flume. 


At the summit of that cascade in 


bondage the flume begins. 
Its track is 


a trough of heavy planks, converging in. 
an angle like that which is bounded by 
the two sides of a prism. 
Down this 
canal, whose sides are worn 
very 


smooth by the gentle but persistent fric- 
tion of water, and by the many rubs and 
knocks of its freightage, the wood, the 
stream ilows sleekly and swiftly, with a 
motion not dissimilar to the gliding of a 
snake. As the flume winds, the current 
weaves this side and that, as if seeking 
escape, like this paged power that it is. 
Unremitting- as the endless chain in 
machinery, untiring as the natural 
"brooks by which it is fed, its capacity 
for burden is unlimited, and the statis- 
tics show that this little thread of water 
transports daily from the mountain top 
to the valley half a million feet of min- 
ing timber, or 700 cords of wood. 
At 


places along its route there are stations 
of relay, or reinforcement rather, whore 
feeders pour in and compensate for the 
waste incurred by leakage or overflow. 
It follows no regular grade, but accom- 
modates itself to the side of the moun- 
tain, however steep, and is swift ac- 
cordingly. 
What is the rate of speed I 


do not know ; but this I have noticed, 
that it is so rapkl that a horse can not 
drink from it, for if he turns his head up 
the hill the current floods his nostrils, 
and facing down stream the water falls 
away from his mouth, as it did from the 
lips of the doomed Tantalus. 


Venturesome people have sailed down 


it in boats, but such voyagers have been 
too much occupied with the safe navi- 
gation of their cockle crafts to keep any 
accurate lo^ of their journey. There is 
a great deal of sport and not a little 
danger about this method of going to 
sea, and so it is a favorite pastime with 
ths men of Lake Tahoe on a Sunday af- 
ternoon. 
Indeed, its reputation as a 


manly amusement has become more 
than local, and travelers from abroad 
feel that their tour has been for naught 
if they have not consummated their ad- 
ventures by a ride down the flume. 
Looking across the valleys and seeing 
the silver filament of water 
hang- 


ing 
down 
the 
mountains 
they 


feel their bosoms thrill with the de- 
sire and ambition of Sam Patch, and 
would rather forego their swim in Salt 
Lake or a shot at a buffalo than to miss 
this latest episode of American travel. 


Persons practiced in the art, those 


who hold cool heads and the equipoise 
of accomplished skaters, will step on 
the floating timbers as they scud by, 
ride till their heads swim, and then dis- 
embark as best they may. 
Or, more 


timorous, the pleasure-seeker seats him- 
self upon the narrow and uncertain deck 
of a railroad-tie, clings to the same with 
tenacious hands and feet, and launches 
himself to his fate. 
As his speed in- 


creases the spray flies, and his boat 
wavers and threatens to capsize; he 
thrusts his arms into the air. and with 
frantic 
gesticulations endeavors to 


preserve his balance. 
A little further 


on she ships a sea into JUis boots, and 
instinctively lifts them toward the sky. 
Now lie presents an example of that ob- 
ject so repugnant to natural laws—a 
very broad body on a very narrow base. 
and in consequence he" is 
speedilv 


brought to wreck and discomfiture. 
' 


Better than these expedients it is to 


make a boat by nailing two short planks 
together in a shape like that of the 
flume, but smaller, so that it will flout 
therein. Tack on a slat as a brace for 
your feet, lay a short board across as a 
seat, establish yourself thereon, and you 
have a navicular toboggan which will 
bear you safely to the end of the groove 
in which it runs. Take in hand a lath 
as a balance wand, unmoor yourself, 
and go. 
Now you are started you must 


continue, at least until you reach some 
stretch of level ground on which the 
current slacks its pace. Beware lest 
you lose your head and topple over to 
this side or that; you will be sadly 
bruised, and perhaps killed, if you do. 
Beware lest you become frightened and 
foolish, and grasp at the sides of the 
flume; they are of splintery and un- 
planed boards, and will tear your hands 
to pieces. 
Scylla and Charybdis arc 


very close to you as you ride down the 
narrow strait, and, moreover, they are 
continuous as the journey is lono-. You 
will undoubtedly regret with sickness of 
the heart, and perhaps sickness of the 
stomach, that vou ever embarked on a 
cascade ten miles in length, but bear 
up. Though it be distress to you, yet 
it is good amusement for the men at 
Tahoe, who, walking patrol along the 
flume, see you flit by, swift as the Fly- 
ing Dutchman, pale as the phantom of 
a man dead with seasickness.—Good 
Company. 


Till] AIDIPHONE. 


Tin- !>«-n( Itlnli- t.> Hunr—Interesting 


I-xiirrimcuiH with Die A adipUoup. 
Interesting experiments 
illustrating 


the use of the newly invented audiphone 
by Prof. Richard S. Rhodes, as a device 
for assisting deaf persons to hear, were 
given in the Audiphone Parlors, No. 41 
East Twenty-second Street, yesterday 
afternoon. 
There was a large company 


present, including the Hon. Peter Coop- 
er, the Rev. llobort Collycr, theliev. Dr. 
J. M. Stevenson, the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, 
Henry Bcrgh, and several ladies. Many 
of the audience were deaf, as was 
shown by their interest in the experi- 
ments, and their earnest conversation 
with each other by the finger alphabet. 
The fact of hearing through the medium 
of the teeth has long been known, but it 
has remained for the inventor of the 
audiphone to utilize this fact for the 
benefit of the aillictcd. The visitors ex- 
amined the simple fanlike instrument, 
and those who were -deaf rejoiced, many 
of them, in being able to hear for the 
first time as they placed the instrument 
to-their teeth. The adjustment of the 
instrument is easy. A silken cord gives 
the required tension, and, when placed 
lightly on the upper teeth, the audi- 
phone transmits the sounds through tha 
auditory nerve to the brain. The pe- 
culiar composition of the audiphone en- 
ables it to gather the slightest sounds, 


"lean not tell yon," said the Pro- 


fessor, "all the advantages and pleas- 
ures to be derived from this instrument, 
but I can say that to the deaf it opens 
up new worlds of enjoyment and happi- 
ness. I would rather be poor and live 
in the humblest cot with the audiphone, 
than be rich and live in a palace with- 
out it." 


A class of deaf mutes, under the di- 


rection of their teacher, Mr. Jenkins, 
assisted Prof, llhodcsiii his experiments. 
Many of these deaf mutes had not heard 
even their own voices, and they mani- 
fested the liveliest emotions when, on 
placing the aiidiphoiio to their teeth, 
the}' heard for the first time musical 
sounds, and words addressed to them 
by the Professor. A young man was 
called up, and, with the audiphone ad- 
justed, ho faced the audience. 


"How long have you been deaf?" said 


the Professor, in an ordinary tone of 
voice. " Fourteen years," shouted the 
deaf man. 
" Do you live in New York?'' " Yes. 
"Do you find it hard to learn the 


meaning of sounds?" " Yes." 


Then the Professor explained that, 


though the audiphone enabled deaf per- 
sons to hear sounds, it did not, of course, 
give them the faculty of understanding 
what was said. 
Deaf persons would 


need to be educated in this particular. 
A boy almost totally deaf heard the 
sounds of a piano played loudly only as 
a murmur, but with the audiphone dis- 
tinctly. A young lady, who had lost her 
hearing at the age of 2 years from dis- 
ease, said sin: could with the audiphone 
distinguish the sounds of the letters as 
spoken by tin; Professor. 
And so with 


a number of these deaf persons, who 
all gave evidence of a rapid apprecia- 
tion of 'tin- wnrds of the Professor. One 
of the most interesting experiments was 
that of a young lady who had never 
heard her own voice, and who, with the 
instrument on her teeth, made some 
strange articulations. One sound she 
mailo was a plaintive wail; but she was 
fill! of joy at hearing it, and her cx- 
prijssions of delight drew tears from the 
audience. The class of deaf mutes was 
then drawn up in front of the piano, and 
Miss l>clle Cole sang an " Echo Song." 
It was a sight to watch the countcnaccs 
of these deaf persons, as the sounds fell 
upon their ears—or rather their teeth. 
Many beat time, others wept, while one 
young lady exhibited her pleasure by 
impulsive movements of the whole body, 
and her faec was lighted up with pleas- 
ure. Then the company sung "Nearer, 
My God, to Thee," while the class lis- 
tened with the audiphone.—N. Y. Star. 


A Nevr Double Baby. 


There is at present in Bombay a livino 


object that may 
rightly be" classed" 


among the most curious phenomena of 
Nature. At a house in Mazagon may bo 
seen a pair of female twins, separate in 
every respect but from the breast-bono 
to the lower pan of the abdomen, which 
is closely joined. 
The upper breast- 


bone of each infant is linked into the 
other, the outer skin covering both 
trunks. The twins are joined front to 
front; shoulders, arms, lower limbs, and 
feet perfectly formed, and development 
healthy, while the heads are well shaped 
and the faces really pretty, with beauti- 
ful eyes, large and bright. The twins 
arc G months and 20 <l;iys old, are in 
perfect health, ;uid 
measure twenty 


inches in height, one appearing—but in 
a very trilling degree—larger than the 
other. Both have vigorous appetites, 
and take kindly to the feeding-bottla 
are extremely lively, and appear good- 
tempercil. The pulses beal. in unison, 
they generally fall asleep or keep awake 
together, and their actions are unusual- 
ly simultaneous, though sometimes one 
would cry while the other was quietly 
drawing at the mouthpiece of its bottle. 
The strangely united pair were born at 
Dapooli, in the Rntnagherry Collector- 
ate, the father being a Mohammedan and 
a seafaring man, while the mother has 
besides a pretty little daughter about 10. 
According to the former's account, he 
called in a native doctor at Kutnaghcrry,- 
whose opinion was that there was a con- 
nection internally between the abdo- 
mens, so that of whatever sustenance 
the one took a port ion passed to tlie other. 
However that may l/e, the infants feed 
separately, each having a bottle to itself, 
and di-aw vigorously at their nourish 
merit. This same doctor also declared 
it would be impossible to separate them 
without extinguishing life. The twins 
have up to this time never been ill, and 
to every appearance are likely to "row 
up.—Times of India. 


While surveying in the mountains 


northeast of Anaheim last year Maj.' 
William P. Reynolds encountered a man 
who had worked for him in former years. 
He failed to recognize him, however, 
until the stranger explained who he was 
He was then a man of about 200 pounds 
weight, whereas he weighed 340 pounds 
when in the Major's employ. 
The 


secret of his reduced size was freely 
given. A short distance up the moun- 
tain was a spring, the waters of which 
contained some mineral anti-fat proper- 
ties. Did the Major want to lose some 
of the superfluous flesh which encum- 
bered him? 
He did. 
He drank the 


water, and in ten days his weight had 
been reduced 25 pounds. He continued 
drinking the water until from 210 pounds 
he was reduced to 170 pounds, his pres- 
ent weight. 
This was accomplished 


without any violent action on the part of 
the water. Maj. Reynolds will obtain 
water from the spring and forward it to 
the Smithsonian Institute at Washington 
for analysis. 
The spring is about 16 


miles from Anaheim, easily accessible, 
and if analysis establishes the fact that 
there is nothing to be apprehended from 
using the water, many obese persons 
will avail themselves of the opportunity 
to try nature's remedy.—Anaheim (Cal.)

VISIT TO A HAREM. 


The Story ns Told by an American Consul 
General's Wife. 


[.Constantinople Cor. Philadelphia Telegram.] 


Mrs. Heap, wife of our Consul-Gen- 
ial, described to mo a visit paid by her, 
the other day, to a Turkish harem—that 
of Zenib Ilanoum, sister of Ismail Pa- 
shu, the ex-Khedive. The lady is one 
of the most remarkable of living Turk- 
ish women from her intelligence, liberal 
ideas and immense wealth. Her "yali," 
a large grey palace, is one of the hand- 
somest on the Bosphorus, On alighting 
from the carriage, Mrs. Heap and the 
four ladies accompanying her were met 
at the door by some hali'-doxen men— 
canvasses, grooms and eunuchs—bril- 
liantly dressed. 
These escorted the 


party through the selamlik, or men's 
apartments, which in this case, the lady 
being a widow, are rather bare. They 
consisted of four or five rooms. Along 
corridor, softly carpeted, and whose 
numerous windows overlooked a fine 
garden, led to the women's rooms or 
haromlik. 
The door was opened by 


two handsome Circassian girls, who led 
the ladies in, followed by a couple of 
eunuchs. A magnificent hall was en- 
tered, square in shape, with two alcoves, 
one of which was like an enormous bay- 
window, enclosed on all sides by 
plate g_lass. 
This room was fur- 


nished in true Oriental style. Divans 
of crimson damask-lined the gayly col- 
ored walls, an elegant buhl center-table 
stood on the rich rug that covered the 
floor, and a number of little walnut 
tables, intricately laid with mother-of* 
pearl, gleamed in tho sunlight that 
streamed through the numerous win- 
dows. Women of every age and color 
were grouped about, chatting and laugh- 
ing, 
but the arrival of the "Franks" 


silenced them. 
In tho rear, opposite 


the glass alcove, ran up a wide staircase, 
thickly carpeted, of gold and white, 
joined on to a sort of gallery which ex- 
tended from end to end of tho room, 
and up there was a group of women in 
bright costumes, engaged at the loom or 
in talking and smoking. 
All these 


"odalisques" rose at the visitor's ar- 
rival. A hideous eunuch brought word 
that his mistress was -ready to receive, 
and her two nieces, daughters of Halim 
Pasha, came to usher the ladies in. 
These Uvo young ladies, much routed 
and painted, were pretty in the sickly 
and theatrical way common to harem 
beauties. They wore a composite style 
of dress, half European, half Turkish. 
The head-dress was a turban elaborate- 
ly embroidered, and the fair Orientals 
were fairly spangled with brilliants, 
massive ear-rings and brooches. A 
loose skirt and short jacket of light silk 
and high-heeled embroidered slippers 
completed their costumes of piquant 
ensemble.

She was sitting, or rather squatting, at- 
tired richly in a complete Turkish cos- 
tume, on a raised settee covered with 
many soft cushions. After the usual in- 
terchange of compliments, as manifold 
and ceremonious as in China, the lady 
clapped her jeweled hands together and 
the doors opened wide. 
Then in came 


the 
procession, bringing the 
coffee 


First entered two black slaves carrying 
on their shoulders a carved pole, from 
which hung by silver chains a tiny bra- 
zier ol the same metal. On its glowing 
coals were placed several little lono-- 
handled coffee-pots, the aromatic Mocna 
creaming and bubbling, and diffusing a 
delicious odor through the apartment. 
I hose stood motionless. 
Then four 


others, bearing an immense silver tray, 
from which hung to the floor a rich silk 
towel, studded with precious stones and 


cnVbroidered in goldthread. 
Several 


other females entered, and each took 
from the tray a small coffee, cup-holder 
or " znf," placed thereon the cup filled 
with coffee, and, kneeling before each 
visitor, presented it to 'them. Mrs. 
Heap then noticed that her and the other 
ladies' "zafs" were of gold filigree 
work,and literally, in tho bright sunlight, 
blazing with brilliants in elaborate de- 
signs of birds and flowers. With the same 
punctilio, the coffee was removed, and 
the compliments recommenced " tie 
pluss belle." After that, a volley of 
questions followed on every conceivable 
subject; some very, to put it mildly, 
queer, for harem ideas of propriety and 
ours are, I grieve to say, widely differ- 
ent. 
"When, after a visit of over two 


hours—for to devote loss time to a call 
would be a grave infraction on the laws 
of etiquette—the ladies rose to take 
leave. Zenib Ilanoum asked them to 
wait an instant. No sooner had they 
reseated themselves than 
the door 


opened again to give admittance to an- 
other Hock of women, one bringing a 
crystal beaker of delicious sherbet,'~bc- 
sicle which our boasted cocktails would 
sour with envy. Another swarm brought 
soft towels for the ladies to dry their 
lips on. In accordance with Oriental 
ideas the lady of the house asked Mrs, 
Heap if thero was any ornament she 
wore that Mrs. Heap would be pleased 
to accept as a souvenir, and looked quite 
hurt when her guest excused herself 
from accepting any gift. 
Her jewels 


were magnificent, noticeably a large 
emerald, surrounded by diamonds, worn 
in the shape of a brooch. After* many 
pressing invitations to come again, the 
ladies left the yali, feeling all the way 
home as though they had been permitted 
to live for a few hours in the harem of 
Haroun-a. Haschid, or allowed to take a 
peep into the Mahometan's paradise,

carefully bury their dead.

certain whether they have schools or not, 
but it is likely that they do.

Lnst evening Janesviile -was wildly en- 


thusiastic over the coming of General 
Grant and his party. Dr. Palmer, A. H 
Baxter and W. T. Vaukirk had visited 
Madison the day previous, and had made 
preliminary arrangements, but it was nol 
until yesterday afternoon that, by the aid 
of the wires, the running of trains and 
other details could be so arranged as to 
make sure his 
coming. 
On 
such 


short notice 
there 
was need 
of 


much hurrying and 
flurrying to get 


everything in shape to give the distin- 
guished visitors.a befitting welcome. Mr. 
Baxter remained in Madison to represent 
tkis city in escorting the party here, 
while Dr. Palmer and Mr. Vankirk were 
busy arranging for the reception. As 
soon as it bee-nine known as a fixed fact 
that General Grant was to reach this city 
about 7 o'clock and remain an hour here, 
there was some quick work done. There 
was little time for any elaborate decora- 
tions, but a number of our merchants 
graced 
their 
store 
fronts 
with 


flags and bunting, and the front of the 
Myers house was given a patriotic look 
by small flags at each window, while the 
entrance and balcony above were decor- 
ated with Chinese lanterns and the na- 
tional colors. The oflicora of the. military 
companies and fire department hurriedly 
gathered their forces, and prepared to do 
escort duty. 


FltOM MADISON' TO JANESVILLE. - 


While such preparations were being 


hastily made the special tram bearing the 
visitors was hurrying over the road from 
Madison to Afton. The palace oar con 
tairied General Grant, Colonel Fred Grant 
Major General Rowley, Governor Smith, 
A. H. Baxter, Esq., Hon. J. J. K. Pease 
B. L. Colvin, and General Bintliff. The 
train speeded over the rail at a livelj 
rate, reaching Aftou in forty-five minutes 
At Afton tho party were met by a com- 
mittee of our citizens sent there by spe 
cial train to receive them. The commit- 
tee 
consisted of Mayor 
Cobb, Dr 


Palmer, M. C. Smith, Col. Britton, Hon 
J. B. Cassoday, Hon. J. K. Bennett, Capt 
S. J. M. Putnam, G. C. McLean, Hon

and Col. N. Sinitli. 


AT THE DEPOT. 


There was no speech-making iudulgec 


in, but the welcome given by Janesvllle's 
representatives was no less hearty for be 
ing informal. 
The party thus enlarged 


by the coming of this committee, came 
on over the new road from Afton, and as 
the train rolled up to the Northwestern 
depot, there arose such a hurrah as woul_ 
make even a locomotive's whistle seem a 
whisper. There were thousands crowd 
ing about the car, the streets were filled 
with carriages, aud such un enthusiasts 
welcome was never before given any vis 
itor to Janesviile. 


As those in the car pressed out ant 


saw the swaying mass of closely packec 
humanity, Governor Smith remarked to 
General Grant, " Janesviile is tho plaw 
to come, for they always turn out to wel 
come their guests." Colonel Brittou pu- 
in an car, aud told the General that if th< 
folk had only had twenty-four hours' no 
tice, the whole of Eock county would 
have been out. '•' Well, it looks as if thej 
were all out now," said the General ai 
he looked out of the window at the grea 
crowd, and

THE ONLY KISS. 


As his form appeared on the car steps 


the crowd cheered and cheered again 
One little girl who had become wedgec 
in snug to the track, was the first of all to 
be honored by an individual greeting 
and it seemed a cordial one. She was 
one of the employes of the cotton factory 
dressed in her plain working clothes, auc 
as she stood close to where the Genera 
stepped off the car, he quickly read the 
anxiety pictured in her face, nnd catching 
her by the hand, kissed her and passed 
on. 
That

was, outranked 
all 
the 


elegant dressed ladies of the city in the 
honor conferred upon her, for as far i 
heard from, she was the first and the 
only one to receive such a greeting. 


DOING ESCOET DUTY. 


As soon as a passage way could be 


cleared through the crowd, the party 
stepped to the carriages, the first car- 
riage being occupied by General Grant, 
Colonel Fred Grant, General Kowley, 
Governor Smith, and Dr. Palmer. The 
other carriages were occupied by the 
committee, and the lino of march was 
taken up for the Myers house. The es- 
cort consisted of the Bower City Band, 
the 
Janesviile 
Guards, 
Bower City 


Eifles, Sack Company, and Fire Depart- 
ment, while hundreds upon hundreds of 
citizens crowded along the sidewalks, 
and the streets were filled with car- 
riages. It looked indeed as if the whole 
county as well as city had swarmed out 
to greet the old hero. Arriving at the 
Myers house the Sack Company were 
called upon to do police duty, and the 
enthusiasm of the crowd was kept within 
due bounds. 


THE BECEI>TION. 


Tho visit jrs were escorted to the par- 


lors, and Dr. Whiting, from the balcony, 
informed the crowd, that they could then 
lave a chance to greet General Grant 
!acc to face. The' stairway was packed 
like a fig box. 
Ladies and gentlemen, 


small boys, and big girls, all had an equal 
chance, and there was a rash. There was 
a steady stream of people passing throxigh 
that parlor for nearly an hour. Hon, 


Pliny Norcross presented tho visitors to 
General Grant, Col. N. Smith did like 
service for Col. Fred Grant, and Colonel 
Britton presented them to General Bow- 
ley. Governor Smith did not take a fixed 
position with the reception party, but 
moved about the parlors in an informal 
way, 
cordially 
greeting old 
friends, 


and 
meeting 
new 
acquaintances. 


There was little chance given for chat- 
ting. It was u hand shaking mum party. 
Occasionally a remark would be ex- 
changed, but the General's time was 
pretty well occupied with looking into 
new faces, and giving a hurried hand- 
shake. One would think that this would 
prove a great deal of a bore to General 
Grant, and yet one thing was remarkable. 
He seemed to be really afraid that he 
would miss the hand of some who hur- 
ried by him, and would sometimes aban- 
don the formality of a slight move of 
the forearm, aud reach out to grasp 
someone's 
hand, 
and 
he 
wai 


strangely determined to get a good 
look at every face. When two or three 
would crowd along together, he would 
bend his head, and oven step out of his 
position to get a good look at the face of 
his callers. Several of Hie ladies who 
greeted him presented him with 
bo- 


quets, but as these accumulated he de- 
posited them on a chair that his hands 
might be free for use. Thus thcfminuter 
passed swiftly until the time neared for 
him

leave, 
and 
there seemed 


no

of

crowd. 
It 


became evident that he could not greet 
half of them individually, and it was 
announced from the balcony, that the 
others must be content with seeing lr'rn 
there for a moment. Time was given for 
the militiamen, firemen and band to 
shake hands with him, and then he ap- 
peared upon the balcony, 
while the 


crowded streets below sent up cheer after 
cheer till throats became hoarse and ears 
deafened.

ed. Mr. Baxter then introduced Colone 
Fred Grant, and after he had been like 
wise received, Governor Smith was pre 
sented, and his reception was no less 
cordial. 


GENERAL GRANT'S GOOD NIGHT. 


No -one expected a speech from Genera 


Grant and hence none were disappoint- 
ed. He said, however, to the crowd 
that he thanked them for the kindly 
demonstrations of welcome, and express 
ed his surprise at the numbers present 
on 
so short a notice. 
He regrettec 


that 
he 
could 
not 
staj 


longer, 
and 
that 
he 
coul 


not see their faces by daylight, and havt, 
a chance to become better acquainted 
and hoped that it would not be so lon<, 
before he again visited the city, a.s it 
been since his first visit here. With these 
words he wished all a good night. 


His reference to having visited Janes 


ville before, excited many curious conjee 
tures as to ' when and how it was. 
Oi 


inquiry we learned that it was in 18G5 
and he passed through here on his 
to Milwaukee. There were very few whc 
kaew of it at the time, and as it was b., 
night, lie had then as now, little chance 
to see the city or its people. 


BACK TO THE 


Tho carriages took the visitois buck ti- 


the depot, the same escort being f urnish. 
cd as on their arrival. The crowd, seem- 
ed to increase instead of ^lessening, anc 
at the depot it was larger than on hk 
arrival even. After the party had board- 
ed the car, General Grant stood on the 
steps, wlu'le Colonel Fred Grant, stood ii: 
the doorway, smoking. 
The Genera. 


reached out his hand, to shake with a few 
of those who were packed in around the 
oar, and as soon as this hospitable dispo- 
sition 
became 
evident, 
there 
was 


n 
struggling 
and swaying whicl 


threatened to sqeeze some of the frailer 
ones in the crowd, like apples iu i 
cider mill. There were a number of lit 
tie girls close by the steps, and the Gen 
eral, with 
the 
same kindheartedness 


which was evident by many little token;, 
during his brief visit here, provided them 
with a way of escape, by bidding them 
pass over the platform of the car to the 
other side, which they gladly did. 
The 


handshaking kept up until the wheels 
began to move, and before the wild huz- 
zas of the hundreds of voices had diec" 
out, Grant was gone. 


Those who did escort duty, accompan- 


ied Governor Smith t-j the Myers' house 
where there was n general breaking uj, 
and an interchange of good nights. Gov- 
ernor Smith spent the night in the city 
as the guest of R. L. Colviii, and this 
morning returned to Madison. 
The 


whole demonstration may be called im 
promptu, but in extent and enthusiasm 
it was a most wonderful success. Those 
who met General Grant for the first time 
were impressed most favorably, many 
had 
old 
prejudices 
or 
fanciful 


notions dispelled, and those who have 
always well nigh worshipped him, had 
their admiration strengthened, by his 
kindly bearing, his unostentatious man- 
ners, and his evident realization that he 
is simply an American citizen, and his 
hearty appreciation of the hospitality 
shown him. 


Major General Kowley, who accompa- 


nied General Grant, was peculiarly inter- 
ested in meeting the people of Janesviile 
and Bock county. His father, now de. 
ceased, lived in the town of Dnion, and 
he has brothers living there now, and at 
one time he planned to live there him- 
self, but circumstances caused him to 
decide otherwise. J. B. Kowley, of this 
city, is his cousin, and was among the 
most heajty greeters who met the Gener- 
al last evening. For these reasons, as 
well as others, General Rowley was par- 
ticularly gratified in visiting Janesvillo 
and was particularly welcome here.
